A POPULATION ADJUSTMENT WERE MADE, THIS SLIGHT INCREASE WOULD BE OFFSET. THERE WERE

HE CITY DISPENSARY PROVIDES FREE TREATMENT FOR INDIGENT NEWARK RESIDENTS FOR 

PRACTICALLY EVERY KNOWN PHYS ICAL CONDITION, IT ALSO PROVIDES FREE MEDICATION 
AND HOME VISITS TO BED-RIDDEN PATIENTS. IN ADDITION TO THIS ТҮРЕ OF SICK RELIEF, THE 
DISPENGARY SUPERVISES DISTRIBUTION OF INSULIN, TOXOID, SCHICK TEST MATERIAL AND VACCINES.

IF WE CONSIDER THE INFANT MORTALITY RATE FOR INFANTS OVER ONE MONTH BUT UNDER 
ONE YEAR, WE HAVE AN EVEN MORE DRAMATIC REDUCTION, ONLY TEN YEARS AGO THIS RATE WAS 
THREE TIVES WHAT IT WAS IN 1942 - 20.5 ІМ 1933 AND 7.4 IN 1942. WE MUST REPORT, HOW- 
о наз REEN AccowpuierED WITH THE RATE еол обАтНа NE IRE NES 
OF LIFE. THE RATE FOR 1942, WHICH WAS 18,3, IS PRACTICALLY THE SANE AS IT WAS IN 1933,

WEEK OF LIFE, THESE DEATHS ARE RELATED LARGELY TO PREMATURITY, IMMATURITY, AND DEATHS 
ASSOCIATED WITH LABOR. STUDIES HAVE SHOWN THAT ASPHYXIA IS THE MOST FREQUENT CAUSE OF 
THESE EARLY DEATHS AND THAT IN МАМУ INSTANCES THEY ARE RELATED TO ANAESTHETICS ANO AN- 
ALGESICS. 


ALTHOUGH 1942 SHOWS THE LARGEST NUMBER OF BIRTHS EVER REPORTED IN THE CITY OF 
NEWARK, THERE WERE ONLY 8 DEATHS IN THE FIRST YEAR OF LIFE FROM DIARRHOEAL DISEASES, 
WHICH 18 THE LOWEST NUMBER EVER REPORTED FOR THIS DISORDER, IN THE EARLY PERIOD ОҒ 
OUR WORK, IN CERTAIN YEARS AS MANY AS 273 INFANTS DIED FROM DIARRHOEA IN THE FIRST YEAR 
OF LIFE. ABOUT 74% OF THE DEATHS IN THE FIRST YEAR ARE LISTED UNDER су 
"CONGENITAL DEBILITY", "PREMATURITY" THE ONLY OTHER CAUSE OF ANY SUBSTANTIAL NUMBER 
WAS PNEUMONIA, WHICH PRESENTED 41 DEATHS. IN 1942 WE AGAIN HAD ONLY 2 DEATHS ASSOCI- 
ATED WITH MEASLES, 1 FROM BRONCHITIS, AND 3 FROM MENINGITIS. THE LOW NUMBER OF DEATHS 
FROM THESE DISEASES IS THE RESULT UNDOUBTEDLY OF EARLIER DIAGNOSIS, BETTER CARE, TREAT- 
NENT, AND MANAGEMENT, MOTHERS HAVE LEARNED TO MAINTAIN THE HEALTH AND NUTRITUTION OF 
THEIR INFANTS, SO THAT AT TIMES OF ILLNESS THE CHILOREN ARE MUCH BETTER ABLE TO WITH- 
STAND DISEASE. ADVANCES IN DIAGNOSIS AND TREATMENT HAVE ALSO CONTRIBUTED TO THE RE- 
SULTS, AND THE GENERAL IMPROVEMENT IN THE CARE OF INFANTS THROUGH EDUCATION OF OTHERS 
HAS NO DOUBT MADE A CONSIDERABLE CONTRIBUTION.

IN THE PRESENT SITUATION THE HIGH PERCENTAGE OF BIRTHS DELIVERED IN HOSPITALS 
PRESENTS А NEW PROBLEM. ОМ ACCOUNT OF THE SHORTAGE.OF NURSES IN HOSPITALS AND THE 
POSSIBLE NEED FOR BEDS FOR EMERGENCIES, IT MAY BECOME NECESSARY AND DÉSIRABLE TO HAVE 
A PERCENTAGE OF OUR EXPECTANT MOTHERS DELIVERED’ AT HOME, ІМ 1942, 95.5% OF ALL BIRTHS 
MERE DELIVERED IN HOSPITALS, OR А TOTAL OF 11,479 DELIVERIES. IN 1917, 16.5% OF THE 
BIRTHS WERE DELIVERED IN HOSPITALS, OR A TOTAL OF 1,956 DELIVERIES. ABOUT ONE-THIRD 
OF THE BIRTHS IN 1942 WERE NON-RESIDENTS, 


THE NURSES, IN ADOITION TO CARRYING ON THEIR USUAL PROGRAM OF EDUCATING MOTHERS 
IN THE CARE OF THEIR CHILDREN, HAVE COOPERATED ACTIVELY WITH MANY AGENCIES AND DEPART- 
MENTS IN CONNECTION WITH VARIOUS DEFENSE ACTIVITIES. THE NURSES HAVE BEEN INSTRUCTED 
TO ADVISE MOTHERS THAT THEIR FIRST DUTY IN THE PRESENT CIRCUMSTANCES 18 TO REMAIN AT 
НОМЕ AND ТАКЕ CARE OF THE IR BABIES. THE NURSES HAVE TRIED TO OBTAIN LISTS OF HOWES 
WHICH WOULD RENT OUT ROOMS TO WORKERS IN INDUSTRY OR IN FEDERAL AGENCIES. 

STUDIES HAVE BEEN MADE iN THE FEEDING HABITS OF CHILDREN. EMPHASIS HAS BEEN 
GIVEN TO THE IMPORTANCE OF BUDGETING AND PURCHASING OF PROPER FOODS. 


THE ACTIVITIES OF THE DIVISION OF CHILD HYGIENE ARE CONCERNED PRIMARILY WITH 
THE EDUCATION OF MOTHERS IN THE CARE AND MANAGEMENT OF THEIR INFANTS, THROUGH THE 
DELIVERY OF BIRTH CERTIFICATES THE NURSES VISIT ALL MOTHERS AS SOON AFTER THE BIRTH OF 
THEIR INFANTS AS 15 PRACTICAL. SINCE OVER 95% ОҒ ALL MOTHERS IN NEWARK ARE DELIVERED 
IN HOSPITALS, THE NURSES DO NOT VISIT THEM UNTIL ABOUT THE TENTH DAY AFTER DELIVERY, 
EXCEPT IN THOSE INSTANCES WHERE THE MOTHERS WERE DELIVERED AT HOME ВУ MIDWIVES. 


ALL MOTHERS ARE URGED TO PLACE THEIR INFANTS UNDER REGULAR MEDICAL SUPERVISION. 
WHEN IT APPEARS THAT MOTHERS CANNOT AFFORD TO TAKE THEIR INFANTS TO PRVIATE PHYSICIANS, 
THEY ARE ADVISED TO BRING THEIR BABIES REGULARLY TO THE ВАВУ-КЕЕР-МЕЦС STATIONS IN THEIR 
NE 1GHSORHOOD. 
NG THE FIRST MONTH OF THE BABYS LIFE THE NURSE VISITS EACH WEEK, AND 
THEREAFTER ONCE А MONTH DURING THE FIRST YEAR, ANO EVERY THREE MONTHS DURING THE SECOND

NURSES NOT ONLY URGE MOTHERS TO НАМЕ THEIR INFANTS IMMUNIZED AND VACCIN- 

ATED BEFÓRE THE BABIES ARE ONE YEAR OLD, BUT ASSIST IN THE IMMUNIZATION АТ THE BABY- 
STATIONS OF THOSE INFANTS WHOSE MOTHERS САММОТ AFFORD TO HAVE |T DONE BY THEIR PRIVATE 
PHYSICIANS, : 

IT HAS BEEN FOUND DESIRABLE TO HAVE NURSES CONTINUE VISITING MOTHERS, EVEN 
THROUGH THEY ARE UNDER THE SUPERVISION OF A PHYSICIAN EITHER IN THE BABY-STATION OR 
THE PRIVATE OFFICE OF A PHYSICIAN, IN ORDER TO МАКЕ SURE THAT THE MOTHERS UNDERSTAND 
AND FOLLOW OUT THE INSTRUCTIONS GIVEN THEM BY THE DOCTOR. SHE MAY NEED TO GIVE'A 
DEMONSTRATION BATH, OR TEACH THE PROPER MAKING OF А BED, THE PROPER PLACING OF АМ IN- 
FANT OUTDOORS TO RECEIVE THE BENEFIT OF THE SUN, THE PROPER CARE AND ADMINISTRATION OF 
COD LIVER OIL, AND MANY OTHER PHASES OF INFANT CARE. THERE 13 NO REASON TO BELIEVE 
THAT ONLY LOW-WAGE GROUP MOTHERS PROFIT FROM THE REGULAR VISITS AND ADVICE OF PROPERLY 
TRAINED AND SUPERVISED MATERNAL AND CHILO HEALTH NURSES. 


IN REGENT YEARS THE NURSE HAS LEARNED TO INCORPORATE INTO HER, INSTRUCTIONS 
ON PHYSICAL CARE OF INFANTS SUGGESTIONS TO MOTHERS IN REGARD TO PARENT-CHILD RELATION- 
SHIPS АМО MENTAL HYGIENE. ІТ SEEMS REASONABLE TO BELIEVE THAT MOTHERS! ATTITUDES САМ 
BE INFLUENCED THROUGH OPPORTUNITIES FOR DISCUSSING THEIR IDEAS ABOUT THE CARE AND 
TRAINING OF THEIR INFANTS WITH A PROPERLY TRAINED AND INFORMED PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE.

A LARGE PART OF THE DIVISION'S ACTIVITIES DURING THE YEAR HAS BEEN CONCERNED 
WITH SELECTIVE SERVICE DRAFTEES, IN COOPERATION WITH THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH.

UNDOUBTEDLY REFLECTS THE EFFECT OF THE WAR, IT IS GRATIFYING TO NOTE THAT THE CURVE 

HAS TAKEN ^ DOWNWARD TREND AGAIN IN 1942. THESE FIGURES, INDICATING A MARKED REDUCTION 

IN NEW INFECTIONS, ARE PARTICULARLY IMPRESSIVE IN VIEW OF THE FACT THAT BECAUSE OF THE
